To Aid Hurricane Victims

Katrina. 


In late October, an eight-member 
cleanup crew sponsored by the Romu- 
lus Rotary Club traveled to Long Beach, 
Mississippi, to help victims of Hurricane 
Katrina. The crew—composed of Rotary 
Club members Vince Bartolo, John Brim- 
ble, Emery Long, Brian Oakley, Rick 
Perry, and Gordon Silvey, as well as 
Romulus residents John Crova and 
Bryan McNeil—spenta week working to 
remove storm-damaged drywall and 
other debris from the area. According to 
Oakley, much of the Romulus crew's 
work was coordinated by local-area 
Rotaries, including the club from Luce- 
dale, Mississippi. 

Despite the fact that the men had 
seen extensive news coverage of the 
Katrina aftermath, observing the wreck- 


age firsthand was an experience that 
both shocked and moved them. 

"This trip was an opportunity for the 
group to witness the devastating power 
of Mother Nature, as well as the vast 
resourcefulness and generosity of the 
American people," said Oakley. "It's 
something that we'll never forget." 

Even though the recovery of the 
Gulf Coast area is far from complete, 
the Romulus crew can enjoy a sense of 
satisfaction for the contribution it has 
made. 

"lam very happy that we were able 
to go down and help out," said Silvey.

Romulus Students Pay Tribute 
to Civil Rights Legend Parks

Barth Elementary principal Diane 
Golka was proud to have three of her 
students selected to participate in a 
recent ceremony honoring civil rights 
icon Rosa Parks. The event, held at the 
Henry Ford Museum on December 1, 
marked the 50th anniversary of the day 
that Parks was arrested for refusing to 
give up her bus seat to a white passen- 
ger — an action that spurred one of the 
most successful instances of civil dis- 
obedience in American history: the Mont- 
gomery (Alabama) Bus Boycott. 

Barth fifth-grader Brittany Braxton 
and fourth-graders Sidney Morris and 
Jeremy Zabik were invited to the anni- 
versary celebration to read their personal 
tributes to Parks. The 3 were among 
only 50 (out of 450) that were selected 
for the program by Henry Ford staff 
members. 

Principal Golka, who accompanied 
the students and their parents to the 
celebration, praised all three of the 
youngsters, saying, "Our students did 
an outstanding job representing them- 
selves, the school, and the community 
at this historic event."
